The medical profession in London is 


again puzzled by tho peculiar now dis- 
easo -which lifts broken out at intervals 
during several months past, principally 
imiong tho inmates of tho London work- 
houses. For want of n bettor nnmo they 
call it Jormatitis esfoliativa. Tho mor- 
tality, at first more thau GO per ceut, is 
now comparatively low. 


The first symptoms aro inflammation 


of tho skin, great irritation following 
this. Tho skin peels off in largo patches. 
In so mo cases (hero aro Loinorrha^ea 
under tho skin. In others largo blisters 
firo formed. 
Tho origin of tho disease 


is n mystery. Tho patient usually be- 
comes extremely weak and emaciated. 
The dnrntion of tho illness is variable. 
It frequently continues several weeks. 


Tho best authorities think it ia con- 


tagious, but up to tbo present, in spito 
of tho fncfc that tho bacillus has beeu 
differentiated and microscopically or- 
niuiued, EO liitla ia known of tho na- 
ture of tho disorder that the medical 
profession confess themselves complere-

been written about the "combine" and 
the raisin industry generally, that the 
readers of the local papers are probably 
tired of seeing so much in print, but 
"that tired feeling" isn't a circumstance 
to that of tho grower, who joins a com- 
bination ami ia fleeced, or doesn't join 
and gets nothing for his raisins. It is a 
ain and a shame the way this industry 
is being handled and ruined, and unless 
something U done, and at once, it will 
reault in a "freeze out" or survival of 
tho tittcst, which will be very nice for 
the "fittest;" but there is no necessity 
of freezing out so many at one time, for 
the unfit freeze themselves out if given 
time. To sacrifice any part of this in- 
dustry is an injury to the rest of it. It 
is possible to hold it lirmly together, 
;hough from past experience it peems 
improbable that it can be done. 


The combination recently formed was 


thought to bo a step in the right direc- 
:ion, and growers were- urged by the 
write- W join and stand by it, but since 
seeing some of the returns made by a 
packing concern, whose reputation has 
always been first class, there is no doubt 
in my uiind that the grower haa no right 
to take the packer into partnership and 
take all the risk upon himself. Ha pays 
his partner for packing, and too much; 
pays him a commission for selling their 
jootls, pays too much for that too. In 
[ant, ho does little else than pay, pay, 
and too much for everything in propor- 
tion, to what ia paid to him. Then why, 
in tho name of common sense, must he, 
in addition to all this, take all the risk 
of not getting flullident to pay the ex- 
tortionate charpeH for packing, etc.? 
He hasn't even a guarantee that hia 
broker will make honest returns, and 
tbe bonea.y of every packing house iu 
audout of the combine haa been ques- 
tioned by the victims of thia vicious 
method of business. 


Ia there a grower ot grapes in this or 


any oilier county who will not agrua 
with me that the only way for him to 
do business ia to sell his raisins for cash 
in tbe sweat bos? Then why not pro- 
ceed to plane youreeH in position to do 
no? You cannot, you will say, because 
eo many of you are so financially fixed 
that vou must have money advanced to 
pick your grapes, and aa the banks n ill 
uot loan on a crop mortgage you must 
go the commission men, who will take a 
mortgage on your crop, soul and body 
tie you baud and foot and rob you of all 
you have, and your birthright besides 
if there is a commission in it.

youra'bfves, 
and give tbe packers a 


''softer snap" than ever. You have 
dons everything but tbe right thing, 
and now when the clouds are darker 
than ever, you have simply got to find 
tho right thiug or lose your homes and 
years of labor. 


Join one more concern, no packers, no 


commission men in it, all growers, and 
make bankers ol yourselves. Save your 
neighbors, who need financial aid, from 
the~jaws ol the com mission sharks, and 
place yourselves in position to say to the 
packers, "Here are our raisins in the 
sweat bos; pay us a fair price and take 
them—for cash.1*

If there ia anything 
impracticable- in this plan it is raising 
the money to pay for one share of stock, 
for which you know whom you have to 
thank. Tho majority of growers do not 
need any assistance before their crop is 
in ihe sweat box, therefore $10,000 is 
sufficient, but should it prove not to be, 
call in $5 per share more— your mer- 
chants would rather pivo you that $5 
than give you credit lor that amount 
under present circuniHtanr.es. Now let 
Mr. Packer look at your raisins and 
make an offer, then call in his competi- 
tors and ECR the difference between this 
and the old way of doing business. 
Thoy (the poor packers) cannot combine 
as long as you have individual and co- 
operative packer?, wbo will fill the or- 
ders H they have the field to themselves. 


You must act at onre. Your credit 


with your merchant if impaired ; he will 
not depend on the commission men for 
your store bill, the commission men who 
take out of your waste all they may 
wish to give to charity or t<» advertise 


The contract between (trovers and 


packer; appeared to be tbe beat com- 
promise that any one could suggest, bnt 
U does not a pear to work satisfactorily. 
Xow ia there any inherent and special 
badness in the grower and raisin 
handler of Fresno county that prevents 
harmony, or has some ruling passion of 
mankind in general been overlooked, 
not recognized or not provided for be- 
forehand, which will prevent a success- 
ful termination to the business? 


We just now read of a colonisation 


scheme inaugurated on the assumption 
that each member has conquered hia in- 
herent selfishness and greed. If thia ii 
really so, and v e could secure a iprink- 
ling of them to take the place ol tho«o 
of ua that have to drop out of the strug- 
gle, they might in time FO leaven the 
masa that every .ue would receive fair 
treatment, but aa this would be a • 
lengthy process, and perhaps not suc- 
ceed after all, it might be as well to try 
to inveut some way to keep our individ- 
ual selfishness and greed within boandt, 
at least as far as we can see it to oar in- 
dividual advantage to do so, as it is only 
iy mnkn g the business prosperous as a 
whole that it can be so to each individual 
m em tier. 


At the time tho present combination 


was being formed tho writer asked an 
interested packer if it would not be 
more satisfactory to have all sales of 
raisins made "pro rata," from the com- 
mon stock, and then each holder would 
he proportionately interested in the 
"carry over"

until

prices could be realized. The reply was 
that "this would be detrimental to in- 
dividual enemy and enterprise, as they 
would only be working to sell goods for 
their competitors in trade." Now it ap- 
pears to me that right here ia the weak 
apot and tbe whole ground of discord. 
Nubody cares two pins for the raiains, 
the growers or the interested commu- 
nity, EO long as they can draw out a 
whole fik'm and prevent their competi- 
tors from getting ahead of them. Any 
one can see tlmt individual enterprise 
doea not cause the consumption ot one 
more raisin in the country, but merely 
causes tbe supply to go through their 
own hands. 
In consequence of this same individ- 


ual enterprise the Growers'and Packers* 
Association ia assailed from without and 
from within, and at a time when the 
foreign market warrants an advance in 
prices every one ia trying to cut under 
Borne one else, so as to unload and leave 
somebody else to carry stocks till want- 
ed, although in doing BO they lose the 
profit they might have made by going 
slower. 


Now, how would it have been had thB 


pro ratu distribution of proceeds of aale* 
been adopted by the combination? Ev- 
eryone giving written advice of having a 
carload ready for shipment, to receive 
their proportion of every carload Hold at 
that date, accounts to be kept by the as- 
sociation. Anybody could sell and any- 
body could deliver, everybody would 
have some stock in the lot until the 
season'a stock was worked off, leaving 
no inducement to break pricea, bnt 
rather to keep them up iu order to help 
out interest on delayed salea. Now is a 
good time to agihite this method, and if 
it wilt not work suggest something that 
will work. Failing to do this we might 
aa well give up the unequal struggle of 
80 per cent of the crop and no foreign 
competition, against a voracious and un- 
principled set of middlemen.

Good time vras made up to a point 
about five miles this aide of Collia, when 
three men were seen crossilig the track. 
The engine was alowed down and soon 
came to a dead stop. Mr. Scott had au 
idea these might be some of the marau- 
ders. 


His conjecture was correct. As soon 


aa the fellows saw the engine stop they 
•kijiped across the Qelda at a great pace. 
The

paper, signed by "Grower," and evi- 
dently written by a commiaaioa packer, 
the eale at spoken of ia a miestatement 
offactfl. The parties who are buying 
the raising made us an offer one after- 
noon, and we refused it, because we 
considered it too low; and we made a 
proposition to them, and they left and 
called again the next day, aud accepted 
our terma. The order, as accepted, 
leaves it to ua optional whether we till 
the order or not, and there ia no truth 
in the report that we sold a half-cent be- 
low combination prices. 


Supposing, for the sake of argument, 


that the price agreed upon waa 2^ 
cents f.o.b., as stated iu your paper. 
New raisins were selling that day iu the 
East a basis of 4 cents, delivered, and 
handled by commi9flion men. Now de- 
duct freight on raieins and boxes, $1.14; 
commission, 5 per cent—20 cents; and 
cash discount, 1 per cent—4 centa. This 
makes a total of (1.3S to be deducted 
from the selling price of 4 cents a pound, 
leaving $2.62 per hundred, or 13 centa 
per hundred lees than the reported sale.

raisins delivered in 
Chicago 


at 3 cenia for 
loose and 
layers 


80 cents; and all we ask is that the 
growers in thia valley will demand at 
the end of the season an investigation of 
the books of the various packing com- 
panies, and Bee what thuaveragereturns 
will bo for the season to all growers, uot 
a few favored ones who allow themselves 
to be used aa "stool pigeons." Further- 
more, the members of the Producers' 
Raisin Packing Co. instruct the board of 
directors what to do, and the stockhold- 
ers conduct the busineea of the company 
through their board of directors, and 
are not bound down to any commission 
packer. 


They make a profit of at leaat $40 per 


car on packing charges, and because we 
have published to the growers the profit 
the commission packera are making on 
goods handled by them they are endeav- 
oring to break up cooperative packing, 
aa there ia more money in packing 500 
cars than in producing ten cars. If tbe 
grower will break loose from tbe com- 
rnit&ion packer and pack his own goods 
either individually or 
co-operatively, 


there will be some hope of combining 
the raisin business. 


The very packers who claim that they 


had eold a lot of raisins at $1 35 per box

ound for 3-crown loose, were the moat 
eairotia of having the prices reduced by 
the combine, while wo fought auy re- 
duction, and tried to nail the commis- 
sion packer down to a verified statement 
of goods Eold, and at what pricea and 
terms; but they dare not submit to it, 
and consequently refused to eutertain 
our resolutions. 


If the growers v> ill demand tbe aver- 


age price paid to all viueyardiata by 
every bouse, and make the packers all 
submit to a committee, their oooks aud 
also an "impression copy" of all sales, 
they will see who have slaughtered 
raisins. 
And tbe Producers' Raisin 


Packing company will come out ahead 
aa it did last year when, as far aa we 
can learn, every coiumieaion packer 
brought some ono or more of their 
patrons in debt, while, the Producers' 
advanced from two cents to two and 
half centa per nound on G rat-class loose 
and layers to" all and will make a 
further'payment on these goods.

Nobody cares two pins for the raisins, 
the growers or the interested commu- 
nity, so lone as they can draw out a 
whole skin and prevent their competi- 
tors from getting ahead of them. Any 
one can see tliat individual enterprise 
does not.cause the consumption of one 
more raisin in the country, but merely 
causes the supply to go through their 
own hands. 


In consequence of this same individ- 


ual enterprise the Growers' and Packers' 
Association ia assailed from without and 
from within, and at a time when the 
foreign market warrants an advance in 
prices every one is trying to cut under 
some one else, so as to unload and leave 
somelmdy else to carry stocks till want- 
ed, although in doing BO they lose the 
profit they might have made bj going 
slower.

What is true uf wool in true of the cat- 
tle, business. The herds are thinned 
out, and what are left are worth about 
half what they once brought, and in- 
stead of the great trains of hides worth

Church, 
Cnoiminga and Hadsell did want it 
there. Mr. Gallagher did not believe 
the title to the property could be cleared 
within one year, and was strictly op- 
posed t» beginning the construction of 
the bnildint on it before the last shad- 
ow was removal from the title. The 
three trustees who are 60 firm in their 
resolve that on the Terry block tho 
high school shall stand, had announced 
Krne time ago that tho title would be 
cleared by December 1st.

Tbey were satisfied 
that the title could not be settled in 
that time, and their object probably 
was to force the board to build some- 
where elm.

name on tho ticket. Mr. Shepherd re- 
plied that be was not a judge in tiift 
caee, uud had put the name on. lit1 
added that he intended to obtain mi 
opinion from Assistant District Attor- 
ney Merriam. 


The latter was interviewed.ar.il said 


he ehould certainly advise Mr. Shep- 
herd to remove Mr. Spinney's name 
from the ticket, as Mr. Spinney, under 
the decision of Judge Gray, ia not ft ree- 
dent of the district he Ee.'ks to repre- 
sent 
Mr. Mcrrmm added that even il 


Mr. Spinney's name should remain on 
the ticket aud he should be elected, be 
would be unseated on pctit'.oii. 


Tt will be recalled that in July of the 


present yenr tbe supervisors transferred 
precincts nine and ten (the Fifth ward] 
from the Firat Supervieoral district to 
the Third. Mr. Spinney had received the 
Populist nomination for the Firet dis- 
trict about a month previously. As a 
result of this action of the supervisors 
Mr. Spinney was deprived, aa he con- 
sidered, of a fair chance of election, and 
brought suit to compel the supervisors 
to review their decision.

Spinney in for the time being a states- 
man without a constituency. 
At any 


rate the outlook ia that though his name 
is on tho sample tickets it will be 
stricken oft within the nest two or 
three days, before tbe official tickets are 
printed. 


Unpaid for Music. 


Since Joe Spinney first took nn active 


interest in politics he has been subject- 
ed to trials innumerable. After he had 
been elected city trustee, be wan arrest 
ed several times on charges of using 
illegitimate mea_ns to secure hia elec 
tion. Hia election was contested, am 
though Joe came through without ani 
serious consequences, vet be vras in a 
constant turmoil; and his late supervis 
oral troubles are too well known for 
repetition. 


Before the supreme court decided tlia 


his name could not be put, upon the bal 
lota, Spinney waa very energetic in his 
race for supervisor. He furnished a col 
ored quartet at two meetings, much to 
tbe delight of hia Populist audiences 
but after he was debarred from running 
things took another (urn. He hnd not 
paid his colored warblers, and according 
to their story he persistently refused. 
They say that Spinney had made a ver- 
bal agreement with them to pay at fln 
appointed place, but the city trustee 
failed to turn up. So yesterday they 
tiled suit against him in Judge Criuh- 
ton'g court for the sum of $16 for 
sinning.

Comparisons with other namea will 


show the eame state of affairs, and will 
leave it clear that politics aud family 
bad nothing to do with getting on the 
jury. Perhaps a few wonla telling how 
special juries are summoned would l>e 
appreciated by the public, if not by the 
Expositor. It will explain why the 
•aine man ia taken often. 
The reg- 


ular jnriea are selected by the Hoard of 
Supervisors, and druwn by the county 
clerk. The sheriff haa nothing to do 
with the niiitter except to Hiimmons tho 
persona on the list furnished b in. Hut 
the special jiirv ia a different thins. It 
IB a jury which must, in most cases, be 
aummoned and brought into court on 
short notice. Sometimes the sheriff ia 
ordered to have twenty jurymen in court 
within oue hour, or sometimes tliu tune 
ia only half an hour. He haa no time 
to tro into the country. He imiat take 
tlie'liept he can get on the short notice. 
If he summon a man from the country 
the chance ;s the man lias a team here, 
or may have important business at 
home, and will bus to be excused. He 
bus a good reason, and rather than 
force him to do jury duty tho sheriff 
lets him go, and picks up some good 
man who can afford to serve his coun- 
try as a special juryman. Thus it is ex- 
plained why Si llen.ro and G. W. Smith 
happened to be on ten spec'ml juries, 
and why A. J. Studer and James O. 
M*fule were on eeven each. They were 
good men, were willing to serve,and the 
iheriff hau no time to hunt far and 
wide for others.

This diversity of colo 
has long been dono away with. Tho 
whito field, with tho red St. George 
cross and tho sinister upper coruor 
cupied by tho union, ia now alone use( 
In tho JJritish navy, tho blue being as 
signed to tho reserve find the red to tht 
mercantile navy. 


An admiral displays his flag escln 


eively nt tho main truck, a vice-admiral 
attbo foro, a roar admiral at thomizzen. 


Tho first flag of importance in the 


royal etiiudard of Great Britain and Ire- 
laud, hoisted oaly when tho king or 
qneen 13 m board. Tho second is the 
auchor of hope, for tho lord high ad- 
miral or tho lord comuiissiouers of tho 
admiralty. Thia ia emblazoned with nn 
auchor argeut, gorged iu tho arm witk 
a corouot and o cablo through tho ring 
and frotted iu a true lover's knot with 
tbo ends peudenr. Thus it was carried 
by tho Earl of Southampton in tho 
roigu of Kiug Henry VIII. Tho last 
time it was displayed afloat was ou the 
occasion of Sir George Eooko command- 
ing the combined fleet of England aud 
Holland in 1703. 


Whcu a council of war is held at eoa, 


if it bo ou board tho admiral's ship, a 
fiug is hung in tho main shrouds; if tho 
vice admiral'3, on tho foro shrouds, aud 
if tho rear admiral's on the mizzen 
shrouds. 


Until 18Gd there were no officers iu 


tho United States navy of higher rank 
than captain, eioept in 1859, when 
Charles 
Stewart waa 
commissioned 


"seuior flag officer." Ou July 1C, 1863, 
David F. Farragub was made a roar ad- 
miral, :md the act provided for "tho 
thrco senior rear admirals to wear a 
square bine flag nt the mainmast head, 
the rtoifc three at the foremast lioad and 
all others at the mizzeu. Jt was with 
his plain, bine square flag nt tbe main- 
mast head of tho Unrtford that Farragut 
passed the forts ou tho Mississippi and 
captured Now Orleans. Farragut re- 
ceived his commission Aug. 12, 18C2, 
aud tho nest morning on the hoisting of 
tho colors hia flng was ruu up for tho 
first thud at the main, when it was sa- 
inted by tho whole squadron. This was 
tho first salute ever received by Farra- 
gat's flag. Subsequently Farrngut car- 
ried bis flag at tho niizzeu, as vies ad- 
miral it flew at the fore, and on July 
26, .1300, aa full admiral, it flouted 
over tho main. 


When tho president of tho United 


States visits a inau-of-war, the Amer- 
ican ensign is hoisted at tho main and 
remains until tho distinguished guest 
takes his departure. The president also 
has a standard, ronnstiogof tho coat of 
arms of the United States ou a blue 
field, and it was first displayed nt tho 
main by President Arthur on the presi- 
dential yacht Dispatch. Tho standard 
was adopted in 1832. 


Tho secretary of tho navy has a dis- 


tinctive flftg of blue, with a vrhito foul 
anchor and four white stars. On July 
4, 1890, flvo great Amoricau Gags were 
displayed on the center of tho dome of 
the national capitol, from tho tholus 
nnd under tha feet of tho statue of Lib- 
erty. In 17S1 a Mr. McArthur, who had 
been .secretary to Admiral Lord Hood, 
devi?ed a code of signals which was in- 
troduced into the British navy as Lord 
llowe's code iu 1792. Four colors woro 
used—red, blue, yellow aud white— 
there being bnt two colors to each ilaj, 
and the code providod for 20,000 signals. 


Tbo international code of siguals was 


devised by tho British government in 
i860. Tbe code is made up of ouo bur- 
gee, or swnllowtniled 
flag, 13 square 


Sags-and fivo pennants. The signal book 
is divided into different topical head- 
ings, by which tho signals may be 
known at a great distance or in calms. 
As an example, two flag signals having 
a peuuant uppermost nro compnss sig- 
nals. Four flag siguald having a pen- 
nant uppermost aro spelling siguals, or 
names of men-of-war, and fcmr flag sig- 
nals having tho square flag uppermost 
are names of merchant vessel.?.—Phila- 
delphia Times.
